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Sales Trends by Trades 


Wholesale sales in January 1954 decreased 6% as compared with sales in 
January 1953, according to figures submitted by wholesalers in the nine trades 
covered in this survey. All trades, with the exception of auto parts and equip- 
ment and groceries, reported decreased sales. Wholesalers of footwear reported 
sales 23% below those for January last year; sales of dry goods declined 21%, 
clothing 17%, hardware 14%, tobacco and confectionery 13% and fruit and veget- 
ables 12%. A smaller drop of 3% was reported by wholesalers of drugs. Sales of 
auto parts and equipment and groceries increased 12% and 3% respectively. 


inventories 


The value of stocks held by wholesalers at the end of January 1954 
showed a fractional decrease from the same period a year ago. Stocks of fruit 
and vegetables declined 11%, hardware 6% and groceries and drugs 1%. Substant- 
jal increases in inventory ranging from 19% to 11% were reported for footwear, 
auto parts and equipment, tobacco and confectionery and clothing. Dry goods! 
stocks, on the other hand, showed no change from last year.

Wholesalers, in the nine trades covered in this survey, reported a 2% 
increase in sales in February 1954 compared with lebruary last year. Grocery 
wholesalers registered an increase of 10% in sales; tobacco and confectionery 
sales were 6% higher while those jor footwear rose 3%. Wholesalers of auto 
parts end equipment, clothing and drugs all reported sales 1% higher than in 
February 1953. Decreased sales of 15% were recorded by wholesalers of dry goods 
while sales of hardware and fruits and vegetables declined 7% and 2% respectively. 


Inventories 


The value of stocks held by wholesalers at the end of February 1954 showed 
a 3% increase over the same period a year ago. Substantial increases in inven- 
tories of 41% and 26% were reported by wholesalers of footwear and tobacco 
respectively. Increases ranging from 9% to less than 1% were recorded for 
groceries, clothing, auto parts and equipment and drugse Stocks of dry goods 
dropped 5%, hardware 2% and fruits and vegetables 1%.

Although 6 of the 9 trades covered in this survey showed decreased sales 
in March 1954 compared with the same month a year ago, the overall sales in the 
nine trades were up 24. This gain was due in great part to an 8% increase in 
sales of groceriese Wholesalers of fruits and vegetables and drugs reported 
sales slightly over 1% higher. Sales of dry goods dropped 9% in March while 
sales of tobacco and confectionery declined 5%. Wholesalers of both auto parts

Wholesale sales were 24 lower in April 1954 than in the same month 
a year ago, according tc reports received from wholesalers in the nine trades 
covered by this surveys Largest drop from April last year was in the footwear 
trade, with a sales decline of 14%. Sales of dry goods, clothing and hardware 
declined 12%, 11% and 10% respectively. Wholesalers of auto parts and equipment 
reported a sales drop of 3% while sales of tobacco and confectionery were 1% 
lowere Sales of fruits and vegetables dropped less than 1%.

Wholesale sales continued to decline in May 1954 being almost 2% lower 
than in May last year, according to reports received from wholesalers in the nine 
trades covered by this survey.

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Estimated wholesale sales for September and October, 1955, were $618,- 
764,000 and $594,510,000 respectively. In the case of September, this repre- 
sents an.increase of 19.8% over sales during the same month in 1954. In the 
case of October, the increase over the same month in 1954 was 15.6%. Cumula- 
tive figures indicate sales for the period January-October, 1955, were 13.0% 
over the corresponding period in 1954. These figures, as well as annual sales 
figures since 1951, are outlined for various trade classifications in the 
tables which follow the text of this report. 


This is the first publication of a new series dealing with wholesale 
trade. While monthly unadjusted indexes of sales for nine wholesale trades 
have been published for many years, estimates of total wholesale sales, unad- 
justed for price changes or seasonal variations, are reported in this publica- 
tion for the first time since 1939. As in the past, adjustment has not been 
made for firms entering and leaving the trade. A project presently under way 
will make it possible to take account of this important factor when revised 
figures are reported. Estimated variations in inventories held by wholesale 
firms have been published in the past for a similar nine trades but this 
series is now discontinued pending the study of a more adequate approach to 
inventory statistics. 


While statistics of population, production, external trade, and various 
other aspects of the social and economic life of the nation are of long 
standing, data relating to the form and extent of the distribution of goods 
and services are of more recent origin. The first complete census of dis- 
tribution was taken for the year 1930 in connection with the seventh Decennial 
Census of 1931. Complete censuses were taken for the years 1941 and 1951. 
Since 1931, periodic inter-censal estimates of wholesale trade, which is the 
subject of this report, have been published. These estimates have been based 
on a sampling procedure. The last annual review of wholesale trade was pub - 
lished prior to the ninth Decennial Census of Distribution, 1951, and covered 
the year 1949, Results of the 1951 census are available in Volume VIII Oiethe 
Census of Canada, 1951. The last monthly indexes of wholesale trade published 
were for the month of August, 1955. 
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It should be pointed out that the wholesale group now being surveyed is 
comprised, as in the past, of firms falling within the category known as 
"wholesalers proper.'' These firms generally act as middlemen between the 
producer and the retailer or between the producer and the business, industrial 
or institutional user. They hold inventories and buy and sell on their own 
account. They are distinguishable from agents and brokers, manufacturers ' 
sales branches, assemblers of primary products, petroleum bulk stations and 
other types of operation not included in the survey but usually considered to 
be part of the group which performs the wholesale functions. 


A record of all wholesale firms was obtained during the 1951 Census 
and, within trade groups, these firms have been classified into three size 
strata from which the current sample has been drawn. The estimates contained 
herein are based on reports from about 1,400 wholesale firms. The trends re- 
vealed by these firms have been applied to the results (adjustments having 
been made for omissions) of the Decennial Census of Distribution, 1951, to 
produce estimates of sales during the subsequent period. As indicated above, 
revised figures will be published at a later date. 


With one exception, the nature of each trade group can be ascertained 
readily from its title. Motor vehicle and grain firms which are classified 
as wholesalers are included with "all other." This residual group includes, 
as well, a large variety of trades dealing in both consumers! and producers' 
goods. It includes firms whose main activity is in one or more of such trade 
lines as the following: sporting goods, toys, beer and ale, books, household 
and office furniture, industrial chemicals, metal goods, scrap metal, rubber 
goods,used machinery, leather, live stock, live stock feeds, scientific 
equipment, optical goods, etc. 


The Bureau wishes to acknowledge with thanks the co-operation received 
from many respondents. Their promptness in reporting business results makes 
this publication possible.

Estimated wholesale sales during July 1956 increased 16.8 per 
cent over sales for the same month last year. The $660,626,000 total for 
the month brought the year-to-date sales to an estimated $2,137,578,000 
which was also a gain of 16.8 per cent over the first seven months of 
1955.

Estimates of sales of Canadian wholesalers in November amounted to 
$616,994,000, a decrease of 9 per cent below the November 1956 total of 
$676,085,000. The cumulative sales for the year to date, amounting to 
$7,142,482,000, were just a fraction (0.7 per cent) above sales in the 
comparable period of 1956. These sales cover “wholesalers proper" and 
do not include the business transactions of manufacturers’ sales 
branches or agents and brokers, They are not adjusted for price 
changes, seasonal variations or number of business days in the respec- 
tive months. 


In November only four of the trade groups covered in this report 
showed an increase over the previous year and these were: meat and 
dairy products (2 per cent), drugs and drug sundries (2 per cent), 
tobacco, confectionery and soft drinks (1 per cent) and groceries and 
food specialties (0.1 per cent). The largest decreases evident were 
for industrial and transportation equipment and supplies (26 per cent), 
footwear (17 per cent), commercial, institutional and service equipment 
and supplies (16 per cent), clothing and furnishings (15 per cent) and 
"all other" trades (15 per cent). The decreases in the other trades 
ranged between 2 and 14 per cent. Farm machinery shown in former 
months is now included with "all other" trades.

Sales of Canadian wholesalers in December were estimated at $603,472,000, 3) 
cent below sales of $630,071,000 estimated for the corresponding month of 1956. The 
cumulative sales for the twelve months of 1957 totalied $7,744,103,000, an increase 
of less than one per cent as compared with sales of $7,720,353,000 in 1956. Thece 
sales cover “wholesalers proper" and do not include the business transactions of 
manufacturers' sales branches or agents and brokers. They are not adjusted for 
price changes, seasonal variations or number of da,s in the respective months, 


In December, half of the eighteen trade groups covered in this report showed 
smaller sales as compared with December 1956. The principal decreases were regis- 
tered for industrial and transportation equipment and supplies (23 per cent) and 
farm machinery (20 per cent). Of the nine trades which showed an increase, meat and 
dairy products obtained the largest at 18 per cent. 


Sales for the whole year 1957 were higher than the previous year in eight 
trades. The percentage gains in groceries and food specialties, tobacco and con» 
fectionery and soft drinks, and drugs and drug sundries were respectively 9, 8 and 6 
per cent, while sales in the other five trades were greater by 2 per cent in each 
case. The decreases in nine of the other ten trades did not exceed 4 per cent. The 
exception was farm machinery which registered a decrease of 17 per cent. 


Estimates for the farm machinery trade are published again in this issue. This 
trade was included with “all other" in the November report. Revisions have been 
made to the November, 1957, figures as follows: total sales for November, 1957, 
were $615,143,000 and sales for the January-November, 1957. period were $7,140,- 
631,000; sales of the farm machinery trade were $1,974,000 for November, 1957 and 
the sales for the January-November period were $56,851,000; sales of “all other 
trades" for November, 1957, were $135,676,000 and for the January-November period 
$1,779, 145,000.

345,000 from $680,121,000 a year ago. January-March sales decreased 1.7 per

Other increases were registered for Automotive parts and accessories (8 per 
cent), Other textile and clothing accessories (7 per cent), Foctwear, and Tobacco, 
confectionery and soft drinks (5 per cent each) and 4 per cent for each of Fresh 
fruits and vegetables, Groceries and food specialties, and Newsprint, paper and paper 
products. Industrial and transportation equipment and supplies wholesalers ac- 
counted for the largest decrease with 27 per cent followed by Coal and coke with 25 

per cent. Smaller decreases were registered for Clothing, and furnishings and Con- 
struction materials and supplies (4 per cent each) and 1 per cent for each of Com- 
mercial, institutional and service equipment and supplies, Hardware, and Household 
electrical appliances. A 5 per cent decrease was also registered for the "all 
other" classification.

The greatest 
increase was registered in the sales of farm machinery (40.6 per cent), followed 
by smaller but substantial increases in clothing and furnishings (16.1 per cent), 
groceries and food specialties (13.5 per cent); the "all other trades" group rose 
by 15.5 per cent. The sales of all other groups increased by more than 2 per 
cent, except industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, and household 
electrical appliances which recorded smaller increases of 1,0 per cent and 1.1 
per cent respectively. The only group showing a fall in sales was "coal and 
coke", decreasing by 13.1 per cent to $17,902,000 from last year's total of 
$20,600,000,

Estimates of wholesale sales for the month of December 1958 and comparable 
figures for 1957 will be found on page 6 of this report. Pages 2 and 3 are used for 
the publication of revised estimates of wholesale sales for the years 1952-1957 in- 
clusive and preliminary estimates for the year 1958, For reference purposes, the 
adjusted data of the 1951 Census are also shown. Pages 4 and 5 show preliminary 
monthly estimates of wholesale sales for 1958 after allowance has been made for 
revisions in the figures of previous years, 


December sales of Canadian wholesalers were estimated at $672,753,000, 
about 15,9 per cent above December 1957 sales of $580,231,000. These sales cover 
"wholesalers proper" and do not include the business transactions of manufacturers! 
sales branches or agents and brokers, They are not adjusted for price changes, 
seasonal variations or number of business days in the respective months, 


A comparison of sales figures for December, 1958, with those for the same 
month in 1957 shows that all but one of the eighteen trade groups recorded increases, 
ranging from 60.6 per cent for farm machinery to 4,7 for fresh fruits and vegetables, 
Newsprint, paper and paper products registered a slight decline of 1.4 per cent, 


With respect to the revisions which appear in this report, the reader is 
referred to the report for September and October, 1955, (Vol. 20, No. 9, of this 
series) where dollar estimates of wholesale trade were introduced for the first time 
since 1939 for other than the regular decennial census years 1941 and 1951, The 
revised estimates published here take account of firms entering and leaving the 
various trades during the period 1952 to 1957 inclusive, 


The adjustments for 1956 and 1957 with regard to new firms are based on 
Surveys of businesses entering the various wholesale trades during these years, The 
adjustment for 1955 is based on employment data of firms opening for business during 
the year, For 1952-1954 inclusive, it was assumed that the adjustment factor was 
similar to that which existed for the years 1955 and 1956, The adjustment for firms 
leaving the trades has been based on results of the regular monthly sample survey.

. December sales of Canadian wholesalers were estimated at $678,676,000, a 
fraction of a percent above December 1958 sales of $676,733,000. Nine of the trades 
Showed an increase, while eight and the "all other" group indicated a decrease, 

These sales estimates cover the transactions of "wholesalers proper” and do no include 
those of manufacturers’ sales branches or agents and brokers, They are not adjusted 


) for price changes, seasonal variations or number of business days in the respective 
| months, 


The revised data for 1958 shown on page 3 indicate that sales increased 2.4% 
compared with the previous year. All trades except four, as well as the ‘tall other" 
group, contributed to the increase. Preliminary estimates for 1959 show an 8% advance 
over 1958, All trades except two, as well as the "all other" group, increased, 


The revised monthly estimates on pages 4 and 5 take cognizance of adjustments 


to the 1958 data for late response and for firms entering and leaving the various trades 
during that year. 


Estimated year end inventories for the period 1952 to 1959 are published for 
ten selected trades for which sales estimates are available in this report. Referto 
pages 6 and 7. Inadequate response to the sample survey prevents the publication of 
inventory data for the remaining trades and "gall other" trade group.

This issue of the wholesale trade publication.contains estimates of wholesale 
trade for May, 1961; also revisions of wholesale trade annual estimates for the years 
following 1951, the year of the last census of wholesale establishments, and revised 
monthly estimates from January 1960 to date. For reference purposes, the adjusted 
data of the 1951 census are also shown, These sales estimates cover the transactions 
of "wholesalers proper” and do not include those of manufacturers’ sales branches or 
agents and brokers. They are not adjusted for price changes, seasonal variations or 
number of days in the respective months. 


For May, 1961, sales of wholesalers were estimated at $852,659,000 compared 
with $829,340,000 for the same month in 1960, an increase of 2.8% (see page 7). In- 
creases occurred in eleven trades ranging from 24.6% in the case of household elec- 
trical appliances to 2.0% in the case of fresh fruits and vegetables. Decreases 
occurred in six trades ranging from 9.6% in the case of industrial and transporta- 
tion equipment and supplies to 0.4% in the case of other textile and clothing 
accessories. The residual category showed a small increase. The cumulative figures 
for January to May, 1961, indicate there has been a decrease in business volume of 
3.8% when a comparison is made with the same period of 1960. 


A special note regarding the revised estimates for 1958 and 1959 (page 3) is 
necessary. The Daily Bulletin of June 27th, 1961, in a preliminary release of 
wholesale trade statistics for 1958 and 1959, reports sales for 1958 amounting to 


°$8,259,463,000 and for 1959 amounting to $9,129,460,000. This report is the result . 


of special comprehensive surveys of wholesale trade proper carried out during 1959 

and 1960. To the 1958 figure of $8,259,463,000 should be added $83,700,000 as an 
estimate of the business of firms without employees not covered in the comprehensive 
survey. The amount of $437,500,000 should be deducted as an adjustment for businesses 
covered by the comprehensive survey but not by the regular monthly survey. The trades 
concerned are included in the “all other trades” category of the monthly survey. To 
the 1959 figure of $9,129,460,000 should be added $90,100,000 as an estimate of the 
business of firms without employees and $24,000,000 as an estimate of the business of 
new firms coming into existence during 1959. The amount of $491,000,000 should be 


' deducted as an adjustment for businesses covered by the comprehensive survey but not 


by the regular monthly survey. As for the 1958 survey the trades concerned are in-~ 
cluded in the “all other trades" category. When these adjustments are taken account 
of the results of the 1958 and 1959 comprehensive surveys reconcile with the estimates 
published in the present issue of the monthly publication. When comparing the 
estimates of the three food trades (fresh fruits and vegetables, groceries and food 
specialties, meat and dairy products) contained in the present issue with the de- 
tailed results of the comprehensive surveys to be released later, the aggregate 

should be used. The classification procedure followed during the 1951 census survey 


' permitted a bias towards the groceries and food specialties trade. In the compre- 


hensive surveys of 1958 and 1959 this bias has been removed.

January sales of Canadian wholesalers were estimated at $849,737,000, an 
inerease of $96,576,000, or 12.8% over the $753,161,000 of the same month, 1963. 
These sales cover wholesalers proper" and do not include the business transactions 
of manufacturers! sales branches or agents and brokers.

January sales of Canadian wholesalers were estimated at $870,336,000, or 
2.26 over the January 1964 sales of $851,287,000.

They are not adjusted for price changes, 
seasonal variations or number of business days in the various months. 


A comparison of sales figures for January 1965 with those for the same 
month in 1964 shows that of the eighteen trade groups, twelve recorded increases 
ranging from 14.2% for Commercial, Institutional and Service Equipment and 
Supplies, to 0.8% for Industrial and Transportation Equipment and Supplies; and 
six reported decreases, ranging from 9.9% for Farm Machinery to 1.5% for Other 
Textile and Clothing Accessories. The "All Other Trades" group reported an 
increase of 2.1%. 


Sales of Canadian wholesalers for the year 1964 are estimated at 
$11,148,000,000 after revision, an increase of 9.4% over the revised estimate of 
1963. Revision showed that Coal and Coke recorded a decrease of 0.1% from the 
1963 total, but all other specified trades showed increases ranging from 22.5% for 
Electrical Wiring Supplies, Construction Materials, Apparatus and Equipment to 
1.2% for Automotive Parts and Accessories. The "All Other Trades" group recorded 
an increase of 11.0%. 


Estimated year-end inventories for the period 1962 to 1964 are published 
on page 6 for six selected trades for which estimates are available. Inadequate 
response to the sample survey prevents the publication of inventory data for the 
remaining trades and the "All Other Trades" group.

Sales of Canadian wholesalers for the month of November 1965 are 
estimated at $1,015,316,000, an increase of 16.3% over the same month in 1964. 
These sales are those of wholesalers proper and do not include the business 
transactions of manufacturers! sales branches or agents and brokers. They are not 
adjusted for price changes, seasonal variations or number of business days in the 
respective months. 


November sales were greater in all of the eighteen specified trades. 
Increases ranged from 6.2% in Hardware to 26.1% in Commercial, Institutional and 
Service Equipment and Supplies. Sales in the "All Other Trades" group increased 
26.1%. 

For the first eleven months of the year, sales are estimated at 
11,184,193,000, an increase of 10.1% over the same period in 1964. All of the 
specified trades showed increases, ranging from 0.7% in Hardware to 15.9% in 
Meat and Dairy Products. Sales of the "All Other Trades" group increased by 
16.0%.

Sales of Canadian wholesalers for the month of December 1965 are 
estimated at $1,134,077,000, an increase of 14.6% over the same month in 1964.6 
These sales are those of wholesalers proper and do not include the business 
transactions of manufacturers! sales branches or agents and brokers. They are not 
adjusted for price changes, seasonal variations or number of business days in the 
respective months. 


December sales were greater in eleven of the eighteen specified trades. 
Increases ranged from 1.0% in Industrial and Transportation Equipment and Supplies 
to 29.9% in Electrical Wiring Supplies, Construction Materials, Apparatus and 
Equipment. The decreases in the other seven specified trades ranged from 1.2% in 
Tobacco, Confectionery and Soft Drinks to 14.9% in Coal and Coke. Sales in the 
"A11 Other Trades" group increased 51.5%. 


For the year 1965, sales are estimated at $12,318,270,000, an increase 
of 10.5% over the year 1964. All of the specified trades showed increases, 
ranging from 0.4% in Hardware to 16.7% in Meat and Dairy Products. Sales of the 
"Al) Other Trades" group increased by 18.5%.
